We  have  now  published  three  issues  of  the  Gobrecht  Journal  and  have 
seen  articles  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  the  seated  series.  While  ainnost  every- 
one will  agree  that  limited  information  is  available  on  seated  coinage,  you 
may  wonder  if  we  will  run  out  of  things  to  write  on  in  later  issues.  I  per- 
sonally believe  that  the  55  years  of  the  seated  coinage  represent  a  relative 
dark  age  in  numismatic  literature  and  that  new  and  interesting  articles  can 
be  presented  for  years  without  exhausting  available  topics.  I  would  like  to 
present  a  number  of  topics  for  possible  consideration  for  articles  in  future 
issues  of  the  Gobrecht  Journal  to  stimulate  your  curiosity  and  to  demon- 
strate the  lack  of  significant  informaton  available  to  the  seated  enthusiast. 
I  know  the  answers  to  most  of  the  questions  raised  in  the  article  but  in  some 
cases  I  will  need  the  help  of  club  members  to  adequately  respond.  If  you 
have  an  interest  in  the  topics  mentioned  or  some  information  on  these  topics 
that  you  would  like  to  share  with  the  club  members  you  are  invited  to 
respond. 

1.  Were  you  aware  that  there  are  at  least  six  different  recut  dates  in  the 
seated  quarter  series  from  1845  to  1848.  How  many  of  these  could  you 
identify?  Which  ones  if  any  are  considered  rare? 

2.  One  obverse  die  of  the  1876-00  dime  has  a  strongly  doubled  OF  AMER- 
lOA.  Were  you  aware  that  at  least  two  different  reverse  dies  were  used 
with  this  obverse?  Do  you  know  which  of  the  two  varieties  is  the  more 
difficult  to  find? 

3.  Suppose  someone  tries  to  add  a  mint  mark  to  an  1864  quarter  to  make  an 
1864-S  quarter.  There  are  at  least  three  ways  of  telling  that  the  coin  is  a 
fake  without  even  examining  the  area  of  the  mint  mark.  Would  you  be 
able  to  tell  for  sure?  How? 

4.  Much  of  the  information  available  to  the  seated  collector  Is  either  inac- 
curate or  incomplete.  For  example,  a  recent  publication  asks  whether 
the  1854-0  Huge  0  quarter  is  unique.  I  assure  you  it  isn 't  as  I  own  three 
of  these  pieces  myself  and  know  of  several  others.  It  is  rare  however 
and  is  an  extremely  interesting  variety  with  potential. 

5.  A  century  ago  it  became  a  popular  fad  t^use  coins  in  jewelry.  In  parti- 
cular some  half  dimes  were  holed  over  Liberty  's  head  and  through  the 
area  of  the  mint  mark  on  the  reverse.  Upon  repair  all  trace  of  the  mint 
mark  would  be  gone.  None  the  less,  given  a  half  dime  dated  1867  for 
example  it  could  easily  be  determined  whether  the  piece  was  struck  in 
Philadelphia  or  San  Francisco.  Would  you  be  able  to  tell? 

6.  Ooin  prices  for  the  seated  coinage  frequently  do  not  reflect  rarity  or 
availability.  At  almost  any  show  one  can  find  several  circulated  ex- 
amples of  the  1855-0,  1878-S  and  1891-0  quarters.  Yet  in  the  same  se- 
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ries  such  dates  as  1851-0,  1866-S  and  1871-S,  which  have  listed  prices  at 
a  fraction  of  the  earlier  dates  are  ainnost  never  available.  When  are  we 
going  to  get  a  realistic  price  guide  for  seated  coinage? 

7.  In  the  half  dollar  series  the  open  bud  and  closed  bud  reverses  exist  to- 
gether for  several  years  starting  in  1876.  Do  you  know  for  what  dates 
both  reverses  exist  and  which  if  any  are  rare? 

8.  Were  you  aware  that  three  different  reverse  dies  were  used  in  the  first 
three  years  of  the  seated  quarter  series.  In  some  cases  more  than  one 
reverse  die  was  used  in  a  single  year  creating  interesting  die  varieties. 
Do  you  know  how  to  distinguish  between  these  three  reverses  and  which 
varieties  exist  and  are  rare  for  each  of  the  years  1838,  1839  and  1840? 

9.  The  1856-S  large  S/small  s  quarter  is  an  extremely  interesting  and  un- 
usual die  variety.  A  recent  publication  claims  that  2  are  known.  This  is 
far  from  an  accurate  estimate  of  its  rarity.  I  own  two  of  these  pieces  my- 
self and  know  of  quite  a  few  others.  In  fact  if  each  member  of  the  club 
checks  his  collection  I  wouldn't  be  surprised  if  a  couple  of  new  one 
turned  up. 

10.  The  1848  Large  date  half  dime  has  often  received  publicity  as  a  rarity. 
I  have  found  however  that  it  is  often  available  at  a  reasonable  price. 
What  is  the  true  rarity  of  this  variety? 

1 1 .  Were  you  aware  that  two  different  punches  were  used  for  the  nine  in  the 
date  of  1869  quarters?  As  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  tell  the  Philadelphia 
pieces  have  a  rounded  base  to  the  digit  9  while  the  San  Francisco  pieces 
have  a  flat  bottom  to  the  digit  9  in  the  date. Check  your  collections  and 
let  me  know  if  you  agree.  I'll  run  pictures  if  club  members  show  an 
interest. 

12.  Were  you  aware  that  there  were  two  different  types  of  arrowheads  used 
for  half  dollars  dated  1873  and  1874?  Do  you  know  how  to  identify  the 
two  types  and  for  which  dates  each  type  exists? 

13.  An  1873-CC  no  arrows  quarter  recently  sold  at  a  Stack's  auction,  the 
first  time  in  many  years  that  such  a  piece  has  come  up  for  sale  at  auc- 
tion. Because  of  its  rarity  someone  may  be  tempted  to  create  this  date 
by  modifying  an  1878-CC  quarter.  Such  a  fake  could  be  detected  in  at 
least  a  half  dozen  ways.  How  many  ways  do  you  know? 

14.  One  reverse  used  on  1848  and  1849  quarters  has  a  broken  vertical  stripe 
on  the  reverse  shield.  It  is  quite  interesting  and  not  particularly  rare. 
Do  you  know  which  obverses  this  particular  reverse  was  paired  with? 
Check  your  collections  and  see  how  many  you  can  find. 
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A  masterpiece 
by  a  master  craftsman.

One  day  some  40  years  ago,  working  as  a  teller  with  the  Wells  Fargo 
Bank  here  in  San  Francisco,  a  customer  was  being  waited  on  by  the  teller  in 
the  adjoining  cage  to  mine. 

Being  very  busy,  with  an  important  customer  myself,  when  he  called 
to  me, '  Hey,  Sam,  what  will  you  give  for  this? '  Handing  it  to  me  with  the 
reverse  up,  and  with  the  C  C  mint  showing  I  said  'Oh,  four  bits  is  the  offer' 
at  that  the  customer  waved  his  hand  and  remarked  '  SOLD,  SOLD '  I  handed 
him  another  four  bit  piece,  tossed  it  aside,  to  examine  the  date  later.

Almost  to  every  one,  they 
have  been  amazed.  One  day  B.  Max  Mehl  was  visiting  one  of  the  officers, 
I  was  asked  to  show  it  to  him.  He  inspected  it  and  remarked'  a  very  inter- 
esting piece,  would  you  be  interested  in  selling  it'..  Also  showed  it  to  an- 
other authority  in  Washington,  he  remarked  'I  wouldn't  believe  it  if  I  had 
not  seen  it  with  my  own  eyes. '

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ON  THE  COVER 


A  picture  of  the  obverse  of  an  1876-CC  dime  with  strongly  doubled 
"OF  AMERICA"  is  shown  on  the  cover  of  the  Journal.  In  my  opinion  this 
classic  double  die  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  pieces  of  the  seated  dime 
series  which  has  been  too  long  neglected.  This  variety  is  rare  and  po- 
tentially valuable  but  pieces  do  come  on  the  market  from  time  to  time  at 
rather  modest  prices. 

One  extremely  interesting  feature  of  this  variety  is  that  it  comes  with 
two  different  reverses.  The  reverses  can  be  distinguished  by  the  position 
of  the  Carson  City  mint  marks  below  the  wreath.  Pictures  of  the  two  re- 
verse mint  marks  have  been  included  with  verbal  descriptions  as  follows: 

TYPE  A 
REVERSE 

The  two  C's  in  the  mint  mark  close  and  level.  The  two  C's  about 
0.1mm  distant  with  the  right  C  almost  0.2mm  from  the  right  ribbon. 

TYPE  B 
REVERSE 

The  right  C  appears  higher  than  the  left  C  and  is  very  close  to  the  right 
ribbon.  The  two  C's  about  0.2mm  distant  with  the  right  C  less  than  0.1mm 
from  the  right  ribbon. 


TYPE  A 
REVERSE 


TYPE  B 
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There  are  other  characteristics  that  I  have  observed  which  may  help  i- 
dentify  these  varieties.  The  Type  B  reverse  always  comes  badly  rusted  and 
is  not  sharply  struck  even  on  high  grade  pieces.  This  reverse  sometimes 
shows  a  variety  of  die  cracks,  the  most  prominent  being  one  through  the 
lower  part  of  the  wreath  as  shown  in  the  picture. 

There  are  also  distinguishing  features  on  the  obverse  for  the  two  types. 
The  doubling  on  pieces  of  Type  A  is  much  sharper  than  those  of  Type  B 
leaving  little  doubt  that  the  Type  A  pieces  were  struck  first.  Two  die  cracks 
have  also  appeared  on  the  obverse  of  Type  B  pieces  that  I  have  seen.  One 
from  rim  through  ES  through  Liberty's  head  to  rim.  The  other  from  the  rim 
over  the  second  A  in  AMERICA  through  Liberty's  foot  into  the  field  to  the 
right  of  the  date. 

I  thought  it  might  be  a  good  idea  to  take  a  census  of  these  double  die 
pieces.  If  you  have  one  of  these  pieces  or  know  of  someone  who  has  one,  de- 
termine which  type  it  is,  record  the  condition  and  send  along  the  informa- 
tion so  that  I  can  compile  a  summary  of  reported  pieces  for  a  future  issue  of 
the  Gobercht  Journal.  Names  of  owners  will  not  be  listed  in  the  Journal.

Wanted:  Information  about  mintage  and  condition  of  your  1864-P  non 
proof  half-dimes. 


Several  club  members  have  indicated  that  they  would  like  to  see  the 
cover  picture  changed  periodically.

Q.  I  don't  believe  I've  seen  an  1841-0 
quarter  above  VF-XF.  Is  this  date  reallv 
rare  in  high  grades?  BGC. 

A.  I  prefer  to  say  scarce  rather  than  rare. 
Scarce  meaning  that  35  or  more  pieces 
are  known,  where  as  rare  would  be  30 
or  less  pieces  known. 

Q.  Of  the  769,000  1842-0  quarters,  how  many 
were  of  the  small  date?  BGC. 

A.  There  are  no  mint  records  to  my  knowledge  indicating  how  many  of  each 
were  minted.  For  identification:  The  1842  Small  Date  has  numerals 
1 .3mm  high.  The  1842  Large  Date  has  numerals  1 .5mm  high. 

Q.  Which  are  the  rarer,  the  dimes  dated  1843-0  or  1845-0?  MB. 

A.  In  uncirculated  condition  I  have  knowledge  of  2  of  each,  making  them 
an  R-8.  In  XF  to  AU  condition  I've  seen  approximately  10  of  each, 
making  them  a  Low  R-7.  In  VF  condition  I'm  inclined  to  believe  the 
1843-0  is  rarer  than  the  1845-0. 

Q.  In  the  last  Journal  you  said  that  there  were  approximately  one  tenth  of 
2%  of  the  16,000  1849-0  quarters  surviving.  Is  this  correct?  This  comes 
out  to  32  pieces.  BGC. 

A.  I  believe  that  this  is  a  good  approximate  figure. 

0.  As  a  beginner,  which  of  the  Liberty  Seated  series  would  be  the  best  to 
put  together  as  a  set?  JLM. 

A.  Any  of  them  would  be  promising  and  quite  a  challange  even  in  circulated 
condition.  I  do  believe  that  a  half  dime  set  would  be  much  easier  for 
you  because  of  three  reasons:  (1)  they  are  more  often  available,  (2) 
there  are  fewer  of  them  (74  by  Red  Book  count)  and  (3)  price  wise  they 
have  great  potential.  PS.  There  is  a  book  (Valantine)  available  on  this 
series,  but  nothing  is  available  on  any  other  Seated  series  yet. 

Q.  How  many  1852-0  quarters  do  you  think  are  still  around  in  any  condi- 
tion? BGC. 

A.  Approximately  50  or  60.  I  know  of  only  one  genuine  UNC. 

0.  Do  you  know  which  of  the  1875-S  quarters  is  rarer,  the  Small  s  or  the 
Large  S?  BGC. 
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A.  First  there  are  three  different  mint  marks  sizes  in  the  1875-S  series; 
Small,  Medium  and  Large.  The  Medium  and  Large  are  both  rarer  than 
the  Small.  The  Large  I  believe  is  rarer  than  the  Medium.  I  cannot  say 
exactly  how  much  rarer  one  is  than  another,  but  I  do  believe  the  Large 
S  to  be  about  twice  as  rare  as  the  Small  s. 

Q.  Do  you  have  any  idea  how  many  1864-S  and  1871-S  quarters  are  extant 
today?  BGC. 

A.  I '  m  inclined  to  think  about  30  of  each  in  all  grades.
